REMARKS 

Claims 1-43 and 46 are currently pending in the application. 

Claims 13, 34 and 35 are cancelled. 

Claims 1 and 24 are amended. 

Claims 47 through 65 have been added. 

Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) 

Claims 1 and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by Seaman. 
Claims 1 has been amended to add the limitation, "said fixture comprising a conductive 
material". 

Claim 24 has been amended to add the limitation, "wherein said ionization source is a positive 
ionization source". 

Claims 47 through 65 have been added to further claim Applicant's invention. Claim 47 is 
similar to Claim 24 with the exception that claim 47 claims the ionization source is a negative 
ionization source.
